Our city council certainly does not need any tor 
ther proof of how the people of Richmond feel on 
this subject than that furnished by the election of 
last week. The people voted in favor of amendment 
No. 2 by a handsome majority, which proclaimed in 
thunder tones that they wanted the saloons put out 

- of businéss, not only in Richmond but all over the 

: state of California. 

Roa ‘ In the state 453,417 people went to the polls and 

registered. their votes to close up alk the saloons, 

and in the city of Richmond 2,372 citizens did like- 
wise! What does this mean? It means that the 

doom of the saloon is sealed and that it is only a 

question of a little time until it is. put entirely out 
of business all over this state. 

It i is the duty of the city council to do what a. 

majority of the people of this city want done, and: a 
majority have said they want no saloons at all, 
therefore it is obvious to one and all that if the 
council will materially reduce the number of saloons 
in Richmond they will meet with -unqualified ap- 
proval of the people here. 

That approximately $100,000 a month of the peo-

A WASTE OF TIME AND MONEY 


The following. sensible: article on:a:timely. topic is| 


respectfully ealled to the attention of Senator 
Sharkey and Representative Calahan. It is from the 
tioch Ledger: 

In order to make the work ‘of election officers less 
strenuous after the polls close, the ballots should be 
counted at certain periods during the day. Why 
follow the old method in vogue since the first elec- 
tion was held, simply because it has always been 
done that. way. 

There are several hours in the afternoon which 
could be devoted to counting ballots and when the 
time for closing came only a comparative few would 
remain to be handled. 

There are always six election officers in each pre- 
cinct and with the exception of during the last 
couple of hours, three: could handle the work very 
easily provided it was systematized properly. For 
instance, if three of the officials were engaged in 
counting a couple of hours, they could exchange 
work with those who had been handling the voting, 
thereby equalizing the work. For that matter in 
case it was demonstrated that six people could not 
handle the work properly, let eight be appointed, 
the same as a few years ago. 

Not only would counting in this manner prove 
better for those employed in handling the election, 
but the final result would be known much earliet and 
thiq officials be less liable to make errors than at 
present, when everything is rushed through as rapid- 
ly as possible at the last moment. 

We believe this is a matter for our representatives 
in the legislature to take up. If a bill be peoene 
drawn, showing the advantages, were introduced, we 
beieve it would receive practically the suaimmanal. 
endorsement of every member of the house. 

In New York the vates are counted every hour and 
within a short time after the polls are closed the re- 
sult is known. Why not adopt the same method in 
California?

I had never heard of Ridgway and as 
the train pulled on to Ouray I saw a straggling 
little village in a mountain vaHey, containing 
perhaps 500 people and covered by two feet of 
snow. I had just two-bits in my pocket, was 
a stranger in a strange country, snowbound 
and chilly, and the aspect was not overly 
bright. ; 

It was nearing noon and lunch time, which 
would call for that one lone two-bit piece.

Telluride and Rico to Durango, instead of from 
Dallas as he had started to do, with the result 
that Dallas picked itself up bodily and moved 
to Ridgway, bag and baggage, houses and all. 
Then I moved on to Ouray, the larger town and 
county seat, and went onto the Plaindealer, a 
newspaper I owned and edited for hrenty 
years.

games, faro and rollette being the favorites. 
There were three big dance halls, a variety 
theatre in one, and nearly three hundred 
sporting women wore diamonds, and little else, 
in a town of 4,000 inhabitants. 

Most everybody absorbed copious and con- 
stant quantities of whisky, frequented the 
dance halls, played the games and threw 
money at the birds. So’ I threw a few handsfull 
myself, and found the game exhilerating—es- 
pecially when the wine was in and the wit 
out. 


I had been through Kearney, Nebraska, and — 


Dodge City Kansas, in early days, which were
